There are 
tho se who wo uld mark o u t his fu tu re ; 
co u rse fo r him, and this with his po ­ 
litical friends is that at 'the nex t elec- j 
tio n he stand fo r president. 
This is 
bu t natu ral fo r them, fo r in it they

see their o wn retu rn to co ntro l. There 
has co me into ex istence what, mig ht 
be called the “Ro o sev elt Party .”

is co mpo sed, o f co urse, o f peo ple who j
